President

First of Visits of European 
Rulers Arranged for This^ 
Summer 



Paris, May 25. — The series of Im- 
portant visits of the chl<-f« of state 
lliis .summer, which include tlie visit 
<jf President i''allleres to Pritaiii. 
S^e.-uullnavl;i anil St. Petersburg, and 
Ivini; JCilward's visit to Kini)eiL>i' 
Xleliolas, were inaiisuraled today 
wltli the dejiartiiro of President Fall- 
itri's to London. The president, ac- 
eomiianied by Foreign Minister 
Piclion, traveled on a special train to 
13oulo)jne, M'here the party embarked 
oil the I'Yonch cruiser Leon Gambetta 
fur Dover. 

Dover, .May 2.1, — The cruiser Leon 
Oanibotta, witli President Fallieres 
and tiie members oC Ills iiarly op 
boar<l, .irrlveil liere from lioulngne 
sliorlly after 1 o'clock tills afternoon. 
Tlie part\' was sr'ven an enthusiastic 
naval welcome by Jiiitish ships of 
war under the command of Admiral 
Lord Cliarles Heresford. 

The naval display was remai-kable. 
A fl(!Ot of fifty warsliijis was formed 
in a long double line to greet the Pre- 
sident of France, and the crews of the 
rtriilsh vessels cheered lustily n.s the 
Loon Qambetta steamed up the llni,-. 

Immediately the Iieon Gambetta had 
come to anchor. Lord Charles Bores - 
ford and the other British officers 
boarded the French cruiser and were 
ini sented to President FalUeres, wlio 
e.xpres.sed to Sir Charlcs his admira- 
tion for the. uplendld naval spectacle. 
After this e.xchango of greetings Presi- 
dent Kallieries was escorted to the 
sliore, and on landing he was welcomed 
by I'rince Arthur of (^onriauRlit on Ije- 
hal,' of Kinfi- lOdward.

Fort 'Worth, Texas, May 25.— Seven 
people are known to be dead, 5.000 are 
homeless, a dozen or more are reported 
to have been killed In Fort Worth nnd 
North Fort Worth, as a result of the 
greatest rise in the history of the 
Trinity river, which, begtonlng at 7.30 
Saturday morning, reached a climax at 
5 oclock Sunday afternoon. Five of 
tho deaths occurred Sunday and two 
Saturday night. 

Following tho torrential rains of 
Saturday and yesterday a volume of 
seven Inches, the river went three 
Inches above the record-breaking flood 
of 1889.

Crowd a Largo One,

of Pandora avenue, a largo and in- 
creasing crowd watched the proceed- 
ings, until on reaching' Beacon Hill 
riark there; must hdvo been at least 
.'1,000 spectators. The crowd- at -the 
Coi'Be, where tho regatta was held In 
th(; afternoon, wa.^ also of bumper di- 
mensions. All Victoria turned out 
ye.sterilay to have a good time, and 
its numbers were swelled not a llttlo 
by the contingent of vlsitor.s from tho 
yound cities who had como over to 
see how their Canadian I'ouslns cele- 
brated their national holidays. And It 
Is safe to say that although there is 
less noise, and an absence of casual- 
ties, they found that there was just 
as mu6h good fellowship and real en- 
joyment as on the most strcnuou.s 
"Fourth." 

A feature of the celebration was tho 
varied programme provided. There 
was something to suit almost every 
taste, and It wa.'i a particular Individ- 
ual Indeed with any taste for healthy 
out of door enjoyment who did not go 
home fully satisfled.

Westi-rn 
roads would do well to stoj) the same 
outrage at anv cost, for so ftir as I 
li;n-e been aliic to .-iscerialu all the 
riots among immigrant workers 
lia\-e been i-aused \iy treachery soine- 
wliere, by which they were made to 
jiav part of their money for transjior- 
tation, car rent, or something else they 
have been led to believe would be fur- 
nished free and which as a matter of 
fact the railroad was furnishing with- 
out cost.

In taking a jail census 
he found a man who said his name 
was Klex Lenchack. The man Jiad 
been in Jail a year, had never had a 
trial and did not iviiow •.vli.it he had 
been arrested for. The .sheriff could 
lind no record of a trial, no cotninlt- 
nient, no anything, so ho turned out 
the man. , The explanation given .,hy 
the oCflciala is that the raan^wds var- 
rested under one name; at""the trial 
the papers were for a different name 
and If there was a prisoner It was the 
wrong one, .and thus the man had been 
lost In tho Jail because "it is so hard 
to get their names tho samp way 
twice." 

The only comment In the newspap- 
ora thus far in regard to the matter 
was to the effect that this "blunder 
has cost Fayette county $125 In 
boarding the man for a year." If tho 
Chicago Society for tho Prevention of 
Abuse to Immigrants can make that 
Outrage co.st Fayette county $125,000 
It Is possible that Pennsylvania will 
get some respect, If not for foreigners, 
at least for the society.— -Ethelbert 
Stewart in the Chicago News.
